Enclosed  you  will  find  a drawing  which  i made  of 
the  area  in  which  we  wore  v/hen  this  object  was  sighted,  it  outlines 
the  area  of  the  beach,  lake,  and  major  buildings.  The  flight  path  of 
this  object  is  also  outlined  on  this  paper. 


May  L also  mcntfeon  that  we  have  heard  reports 
of  t?/o  additional  sightings  of  the  same  object?  One  sighting  was 
reported  to  us  by  an  elderly  woman.  Qhe  described  it  as  the  same  which 
we  had  seen,  claiming  that  this  happened  about  two  weeks  prior  to 
our  sigViting,  I am  sorry  that  i do  not  iiave  this  persons  name  at  this 
time  but  will  endeavor  to  find  this  information.  This  object  was  also 
sighted  again  on  Labor  Day  of  this  year  by  some  of  the  persons  who 
witnessed  the  first  sigiiting.  both  sightings  were  reported  to  be  at 
tiie  same  time  of  night:  around  11:15  ?.u*
